On Saturday evening the new historical Opera ealled Hofer, the Tell 
of the Tyrol, was produced at this Theatre, with the most complete 
and desersed success. ‘The music, (which bas been adapted to our 
stage, by Mr. Bishop with great ability,) was composed by Rossini for 
the French Opera of Guillaume ‘Tell, and is a chef-d’ceuvre of musical 
skill, taste, feeling, and knowledge of dramatic effect. It was extremely 
well executed ; the principal singers exerted themselves to the utmost, 
and the chorusses were given with great spirit and precision. H. Phil- 
lips appeared, for the first time, on these boards as Hofer, and sang | 
with admirable taste and feeling, and though he never astonishes, he 
never fails to please. In lieu of the story of William Tell, Mr. Planché 
has substituted the historical fact of the insurrection ef the Z'yrol uo- 
der Hofer. The Opera commences with a village fete in celebration 
of the marriage of Walther, (Sinclair,) with Bertha, (Miss Stephens;) 
the festivites aré interrupted by the arrival of Colonel Donner,( B'and,) 
and Stetten, (Webster) who offer some rodencss to the bride and her 
cousin Josephine, (Vestris.) Walther resents the insult offered to his 
bride, and the intruders are driven off ; they, however, soon :eturo with 
a party of soldiers, and earry away Bertha. 


This outrage encreases the hatred of the peasants to their oppres- 
sors, and they rise en masse to rid their country of the Bavarians, and 
join Hofer in the mountain passes, whither the soldiers, whobore away 
Bertha are led by Karl, (Miss Chikini,) on their way to Ionspruck, 
and fall into an ambuscade of the Tyroleans. Bertha escapes, but 
Karl is taken prisoner to Innspruck, and condemned to death, .'ose- 
phine, who has joined the insurgents in male attire, arrives at Innsprack, 
where she meets with Bertha, and they determine to attempt the res- 
eae of Karl; but just as the execution is about to take place, the 
town is assaulted and taken byHofer and his adherents; Kar! is saved, 
sod Walter and Bertha are reunited. In the last scene, whieh repre- 
sents the Fair of Innspruck, there was a very pretty ballet, and the 
Opera ends with a procession of Tyroleans and Austrian seldiers who 
had arrived to assist the efforts of Hofer, thengh too late to share ia 
the capture of Innspruck, ‘The Opera was got ep iv excellent styke 
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the scenery was beautiful, the dresses gay aud characteristic, and the 
stage arrangements refleet great credit on Wallack, who in the dress 
of a peasant took very great pains to render the gronpings of the 
dramatis persone picturesque and effective. Madame Vestris was evi- 
dently pleased with her part, and acted and sung delightful y. Miss 
Stephens looked prettily, and sang prettily. Sivelair never sang better. 
The Opera throughout was voeiferously applanded, and its announce- 
ment was received with universal appiause. The Dragon's Gift fol- 
lowed.— Between the seeond and third acts, the gallery folks amused 
themselves with calling to Mr. Anderson, who was in a private box 
with Miss Bartolozzi.— The house was quite full.

Whoever has read Burns, (and who has not?) must see them— This 
very ingenious Exhibition closes in the course of a few weeks.

I daily, between ! and 4, qualify Mrs, Pry’s diseordant notes with some has- 
mony divine, and may be tound at The Apollonicon, 101, St. Martin’s Lane.— 
Merket and Fishermen's Chorus, from the Opera of Masaniello, enchanting ! 

I nightly lounge in the lobbies—fond of adventure—observed a beautiful 
BSylph admiring herself in my boots—* Why, Mr. Pry,’ says she, ‘does a great 
actress resemble Warren's Jet Blacking 2?’ * Because she cuts ushine.’—I nevee 
give it up. 

Theatres closed !—drop into Chedron's Hotel, Leicester Square—enjoy a 
sparkling glass of wine, a tumbler of rea! whiskey punch, and cigar of the first 
qvality—company jolly lads—but | intrude, beg pardon, your's.
